It may interest you to note that Oswald's outfit had Just returned: frtxn duty with 
”11 pe ration STRONGBACK." There is no reference to this in his personnel records, 051961. 
Instead there is refernooes to maneuvers on the high seas. (I think this was one of 
the CIA's efforts to overthrow Sukarno and for some reason I'm certain Oswald was 
latolved in at least one, but I'm not certain. 

As I told you, Cuba. *oint also was a CIA station. 

I've marked the record that attributes the Navy inquiry to the two nutty jgarlnaa. 

On the second enclosed record I've marked thB unit's aasi^ment to St raogback 
““d foot that Oswald and Shrand and others worked in the crypto vau 

On the first page of the next rooord I've marked the identification of Oswald's 
outfit u and Shrand* a), MACS-1. On the next page again/ thw guard was on the crypto van. 

The next is an FBXB3 record reporting no security clearance end stating that it 
seports the Biffiifloant or pertinent information in Oswald's Marines in Oswald's 
personnel records. 


Naoct is the Ulb Navy's report to the Mosoov Sabosay stating that Ms records 
do not include olearanoea but suggesting that be might havo had confidential. I 
beMavo that ^vison used this one. 

The third page of CS1961 states that Oswald's recorded oleamaoe, confidential, 
was nece ssary in Ms ahcolldng, that there is no other eroord in Ms personnel file, 
but that when a s si g nme nts required higher clearances, they were required and they 
were granted. Davison to the contrary notwithstanding and oonpletely confirming 
Donovan, ind remember, Dpnovan was testifying only to Oswald's assignment when he was 
back in the IS, not in the theater of operation. 

What I do not remember is hie assignment to MAG-11 floe times when he was with 
HACS-1 in the orient. I do not recall what it is* 

I think I sent you what I wrote about tMa in Oswald in *ew Orleans after one 
of Oswald's mates phoned me whan 1 was in San francieoo In 12/66. If not, let me know 
and I'll read it to you* Theee records confirm him completely and it is what he told 
ms that is not In any oomcdaaion or other disclosed record of which I know* 

I don't know if he is still there, or even alive, but at the bottom of the first 
page there is a reference to the the former CuM point security officer with an 
Arlington address.
